James Hall bought 
land and moved to Edgefield District, S.C., in 1792, when Armistead was about 
fourteen years old. James Hall died in the Edgefield District in 1795. 


In 1802, Armistead Hall witnessed a land sale from Joel Chandler and his wife 
to Armistead's brother, John Hall, in the Edgefield District.

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THE NAME AND FAMILY OF BURCH 


The name of BURCE or BIRCH 16 believed to be of ex- 
tremely ancient English origin and to have been derived 
from the residence of its first bearers at a place so 
called, probably because of the prevalence of birch trees 
in the vicinity. It is found in ancient English and early 
American records in the various spellings of Byrche, Byrch, 
Byrtch, Berche, Berch, Bertch, Birche, Burche, Birtch, 
Burtch, Birch, Burch, and others, of which the two forms 
last mentioned are those most generally used in America 
today, Burch being, for the most part, an Americanization. 

The earliest known récord of the family in England + 
is that of Mattheus or Matthew de Birch, who was living 
in Lancashire about the middle of the twelfth century.

However this may be, George Birch and his wife Marion 
Beck were the parents of Thomas, George, William, and four 
daughters, of whom the son George left issue of a son named 
William. Thomas, eldest son of George and Marion, married 
Elizabeth Chetham and was the father by her of George, 
Robert, William, and several daughters, of whom the son 
George married Anna Bamford about 1582 and was the father 
by her of George, Thomas, John, Edmund, James, William, 


and Anne, Of these, the son George married Anna Heye in 
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1606 and was the father by her of Thomas and Anne, of whom 
the first was the father by his wife, Alicia Brook, of 
Thomas, George, Matthew, Feter, Andrew, Eleanora, Alicia, 

and Anna, and vossibly of others as well. 

William RByrch or Rirch of the Lancashire family made 
hig home in London about the beginning of the sixteenth 
century and first married Alice Grice, by whom he was the 
father of a son named Henry. By his second wife, the Widow 
Neale, he is said by some family historians to have been 
the father of four daughters and another son named Henry 
(called "the younger"), who made his home in County Somerset. 
Henry, gon of Williem and Alice, was the father of Richard, 
Dominick, Jeremy, and several daughters, of whom the son 
Fichard had issue by his first wife, Katherine Farmer or 
Catherine Tanner, of Henry, Jeremy, Richard, John, Nicholas, 
and Frances and was the father by his second wife, Jane 
Glarke, of Huntington, Thomas, Samuel, Nathaniel, Willian, 
Emanuel, Elizabeth, and Jane. John, fourth son of Richard 
and Katherine or Catherine, was the father in Bedfordshire 
by his wife, Ann Humffrey, of John (died young), another 
John, Humffrey, Elizabeth, and Anne. Henry "the younger", 
son of William and the ¥idow Neale, married Joane Skipwith 
and was the father in Somersetehire of a gon named Thomas 


and five daughters. 
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A Henry Birche of Lancashire was married in the early 
sixteenth century to Anne Hewde, by whom he was the father 
of Richard, who was the father by his wife Margarett Dennis, 
of Richard and John. Of these two brothers, Richard maxricd 
Blizabeth Lomaxe and was the father of Abel, Abdy, Joseph, 
and others, of whom the first settled in Shrowshire and 
married Sara Honkinson. 

John Birche or Birch of Staffordshire in the early 
sixteenth century was the father of Thomas, who married 
Katharen Fletcher and was the father by her of Hdwarc, 
William, Thomas, John, and several daughters. The son John 
married Elizabeth Littelton and was the father of Joha, 
who settled in Shropshire and had issue by his wife, Alice 
Snuesarde, of James and Elizabeth. 

Another branch of the Staffordshire line of the family 
traced its descent from one William Birche or Birch of 
Lancashire in the early sixteenth century, who was the 
father of John, the father of William and John, of whom 
the latter settled in County Stafford. This John married 
Alice Hyde, by whom he was the father of John, who was the 
father of, among other children, a son named Edward, who 
mace his home in London and left issue by his wife, Anne 


Lane, of a son named Thomas and four daughters. 
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Not without distinction in Great Britain, where bearers 
of she name of Burch or Birch weve largely of the landed 
gentry and yeomanry, the family was well repvresented among 
the earliest British colonists to the New World. 


The first of the name in America are thought to have 


been Simon Birch of the Maesachusetts Colony in 186 
Burch of. Charles River County, Va., in 1657; and George 
Birch of Charles City County. Va., in 1658. Wo definite 
records, however, have been found concerning the immediate 
fanilies or descendants of these early immigrants. 

Thomas Birch (many of whose descendants used the Burch 
form of the name) died at Dorchester, Mass., in 1657 and 
was oossibly there as early ag 1657, although the date of 
his emigration is not certain. His children are believed 
to have been Joseph, Jonathan, Thomas, Lewis, Jeremiah, 
and Mary Birch or Burch, although the records are not 
comolete. 

Joseph Burch, who was living in Dorchester ag Late 
as 1571, was probably the before-mentioned son of the im- 
migrant Thomas, but no further record has been found con- 
cerning him or his family; and Jonathan, wnose records 
are equally incomplete, was living at Dorchester in 1667.

George Burch, whose connection, if any, with the rest 
of tne family in America is not known, wag living at Salen, 
ilass,, before the year 1659.

his wife Elizabeth of Mary (died young), Elizabeth, John, 


2x Mary, Abigail, and George.. The records of this 
line are not, however, complete. 

Another Jeremiah Burch, whose ancectry is not certain, 
although he was probably descended from the before-inentioned 


Stonington branch of the family, was married at Stratford, 


in 19896 to Elizabeth Wheeler, by whom he was the 


father of Elizabeth Jeremiah, and Mary, of whom the son 
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Jeremiah married Sarah Beecher in 1726 and was the father 
of William and Sarah. It is also possible that the first 
Jevemiah of Stratford was the father of that Daniel Burch 
who was married there in 1733 to Rachel Foote, by wnom he 
was the father of David (died voung), Naomi (died in infancy), 
another Naomi (also died young), Rachel, Joseph, Daniel, 
George, Silas, another Naomi, Sarah, and another David. 

A Thomas Burch settled in Caroline County, Va., about 
the year 1765. By his wife Sarah he was the father of Mary, 


Cheadle, John, Benjamin, Keziah, William, Sarah, Ann,

Frances, Samuel, Richard, Jean, and Thomas. 

Among others of the name who emigrated to America in 
tne eighteenth century were Zenas Burch, who came from 
En-land to America shortly before the Revolutionary War 
and Left issue at Ancram by his wife Abigail of a son named 
Hiram; Isaac Rurch, who came from-England to America about 
1775 and settled first on Long Island, whence he removed 
to Connecticut about 1782 and married Hannah Champlin, by 
waom he was the father of at least one son, named Isaac; 
Jonathan Burtch, who came from Canada to New York in the 
latser part of the century and left issue there of Jonatnan, 
Riram, Asa, Lzorama, Diadema, and Sarah; and numerous others. 


Later representatives of these and other branches of 
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the family in America have scattered to nearly every part 
of the United States and have aided greatiy in the develon- 
ment and advancement of the nation. A strong, vital, and 
active race, possessed of physical stamina and verseverance, 
they have been outstanding in many fields of endeavor.

PIONEER SKETCH. 


@ I had the pleasure a few days ago, of visiting, at her 
home in Aurelius Township, Mrs. Irene Battlett Hall, widow 
of the late Joseph B. Hall, and one of the few surviving 
pioneers of our Township, from whom I gathered many valuable 
items concerning the first settlement in this neighborhood. 

Mrs. Hall is between 70 and 80 years old, and except two 
or three years, her whole life has been spent in Aurelius 
Townshipe Her parents, James Bartlett and wife, and her | 
grandparents, Chas. Davis and wife, emigrated to Ohio from | 
Maine, early in the present century, and located on a farm 
where a part of Macksburg now stands. Mr. Bartlett's family 
numbered three children. Irene, (the subject of this sketch), 
John and James. When Irene was in her fifth year, John in 
his third, and James an infant, their pabents joined a small 
colony to go farther toward the setting sun to form a settle- 
ment. This colony comprised about 13 souls, most, or all of 
them members of the first Free Will Baptist Society, organiz- 
ed in this new country, who worshipped in the little log 

.chool house, in the cabins of settlers and in God's first 
‘temples, the groves. This handful of determined people, 
headed by their loved pastor, Elder Dan'l Hilton, built a 
boat one mile below Macksburg, launched it in Duck Creek, 
then embarking with all their possessions, sailed for the 
distand land of Missouri, where, after many hardships, much 
suffering and great weariness, they made port below St. Louis. 
= Mrse Hall does not remember much about that long, tedious 
pilgrimage. When they had been in Missouri about a year Mrs. 
Bartlett died. In relating the death of her mother at this 
late day, the old ladies cheeks paled, and her eyes dimmed 
withtears. Mrs. Bartlett was dropsical and died very sud- 
denly. The anguish and terror of little Irene, at sight of 
her mother was terrible and when the corpse was being removed 
for burial, the child's frenzy was beyond control, she clutched 
the coffin, and with all her power, tried to prevent them 
from taking away her dead her dead mother; forcibly the child 
was taken into the house, doors and windows closed, to pre- 
vent her escaping and following to claim her mother. One 
year later Mr. Bartlett sickened and died, when his friends 
knew that he too, must go, they removed Irene from her home, 
till all was over, and her parents were sleeping side by side. 
When Chas. Davis heard of the death of his daughter and 
son-in-law, he started, accompained by his son Joseph, to 
journey on foot all those weary miles through the unbroken 
forests of Ohio and Indiana, and over the wild prairies of 
Tllinois to find his doubly orphaned grand-children, and bear 
them back to the land of their birth. 
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Pioneer Sketch - Continued. 


When the men started on the return trip with the three 
babies, Irene was seven, John five, and James three years old. 
The weather was cold and ground covered with snow. The little 
tots were put into a sleigh, bedding wrapped about them, and 
with one horse to draw them, set out, the men leading the 
horse alternately. When on a prairie, one bitter cold day, 
the children suffered so greatly from cold, they halted at 
noon in a hut built and used by hunters when capturing wild 
horses. The children were taken into the hut, and with his 
"tinder box" which Mr. Davis always carried, tried to: start 
a fire, but in vane, everything was damp, the hut was colder 
than the sled on the open prairie. So they proceeded on their 
way, and did not reach shelter till 9 o'clock that night. Be- 
sides the danger of freezing, our little party were in great 
fear of wolves, whose howlings were heard on all sides. 

Soon the snow and ice began to melt, the ground was becom- 
ing bare and ice floated in the sfreams, our party came to a 
small river, where there was no way to cross, save on the 
floating ice, but these dauntless men were equal to the emer- 
gency. ‘The horse was unhitched and forced to swim across. A 
large cake of ice was held to the shore till the sleigh with 
the babies in it, could be lifted on it, then the. men took 
long poles and pushed their impromptu ice ferry, with its 
precious freight safely over. When they halted at a settler's 
cabin that night, the men proceeded to construct a cart to 
carry the children. All night long they worked, and at early 
dawn it was finished, and again our travelers were in route. 
But the jolting of this vehicle was torture to the tender lit- 
tle ones, who cried incessantly, then the men took a stout bed 
quilt, sewed it in such a shape as to make a pocket in each 
end, this was placed across the back of the horse. John put 
into one pocket, James into the other, Irene was mounted on 
the horse in the middle of the quilt, all snugly bundled up 
with the contents of the cart, then with the men walking on 
either side, this remarkable and perilous journey was com- 
pleted. 

A loving grand-mother welcomed them to a comfortable home, 
where they were tenderly cared for by her, till her death a 
few years later. Irene then took her grandmother's place as 
housekeeper, caring for the dear old grandfather and her young- 
er brothers, till her marriage to Joseph B. Hall and removed to 
a home of her own. Her brother, James Bartlett, died 25 years 
ago. John G. Bartlett still lives at Belpre, Ohio, a minister 
of the Weslyan Methodist faith. A venerable old man, with long 
flowing locks frosted by more than three score and ten winters 
of life. 

Mrs. Hall lives in. the same home where her early married life 
was spent, (together with her son Levi), a beautiful country 
place about midway between Lowell and Macksburg, in the S. W. 
corner of Aurelius Tp., She attended the first Sunday School 
and is now a teacher in the last Sunday School organized in 
our township. (At Wicken's School House) 
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Mrs. Hall has een the mother of many sons and daughters, 
some are sleeping with their father, that "last long sleep" 
others are living lives of usefulness. when speaking of her 
sons, and the "proud places they had won" in life, the old 
ae lady's countenance would brighten, and her eyes gleam with

Reference is made to your letter of March 26, 1934 in which 
you request verification of data which you guote in regard to the 
pension of Edy Burch, Revolutionary War soldier, also further inform- 
ation in regard to him. 

“The Revolutionary War recérds of this:office show that the data 
given by you as correct, with the exception of his pension claim num- 
ber, which is §.17303 instead of #25519. 

The papers in pension claim, S.17303, based upon service of Edy 
Burch, have been examined carefully and the data given below have been 
found therein. These official reports have been accepted by various 
historical and patriotic societies as authentic. No charge is made 
for this service. 


Edy Burch, son of Benjamin Burch, was born in 1760 at Stoning- 
ton, Connecticut; the name of his mother is not given. 


While residing at Hartford, Windsor County, Vermont, Edy Burch, 
enlisted in June 1776, served as substitute for his father, as private 
in Captain Abel Marsh's Vermont Company, was stationed at Mount Inde- 
pendence and did scout duty up and down Lake Champlain, returned home 
reaching there, September 27. He enlisted in June 1777, served as pri- 
vate in Captain Joshua Hazen's Vermont Company, was in the last battle 
of Saratoga; after which he was put in Captain Steel Smith's company and 
guarded prisoners taken at the surrender of Burgoyne to Springfield, 
Connecticut, where he received his written discharge and returned immed- 
lately to Hartford Vermont, arrived there on October 29, 1777 and gave 
his discharge to his father. 


The soldier, Edy Burch, after the Revolution, moved to Canada, 
lived there about four years and returned to Hartford, Vermont, where 
he lived two or three years and moved to Cayyuga County, New York, and 
in 1817, moved with his family to Washington County, Ohio.names of his 
family are not stated. 

He was allowed pension on his application executed, May 24,1833, 
then living in Aurelius Township, Washington Vounty, Ohio. 

There are no further data in this claim relative to the family 
of Edy Burch.

The letter from “rs. C. S. Harris does not give 
the name of Irene Bartiett Hall's father, but she does 
name the children of Joseph Bartlett, There were six 
brothers,Jonathan, William, Rufus, Silas, James and 
Joseph and two sisters, Ruth and Jane. I am enclosing 
a copy of another letter of Mrs. Harris. 

James and Betsy Davis Bartlett emigrated to 
Washington County, Ohio, in the early decades of the 
I9th Century together with Mr. and Mrs. Charles Davis, 
father and mother of Betsy Davis Bartlett. Soon after 
James Bartlett, wife and three children joindd a small 
colony that went down the Ohio River to Missouri near 
what is now St. Louis.
